He depreciated appeals to .passioiT 
aad counselled calmness and steady per- 
sistence in tho direction of needed reform. 
Ho said that those who wore, agitating for an 
improvement of the law governing tho own- 
ership of land Lad no desire to make threats 
and did not propose anything which would 
tend to subvert society. There was, however, 
manifest injustice toward tho workingmen in 
tho present interpretation of existing laws, 
and the agitation 
which had now been
